Them aro txvo ways, by which the judiciary is daily ac­ 
quiring a dangerous power, nnd by which the aristocratic 
part} . . nourishing it, and endeavoring to render it irre- 
t*. 
ilrlo. 
The fit«1 is by legislation, conferring upon it 
liexv powers, enlarging its jurisdiction, gradually abolish- 
ing jury trial», giving to the judges, without et jury, the 
power of frying, convicting, punishing persons for alleged 
crimes, &e. 
The second is, by what is vulgarly termed 
“ judge law ,” — the decisions of the judges theinselve* with 
regard to their own powers and jurisdiction— with regard 
to “ common law ,” and to the construction to be put upon 
statutes. 
Belonging to the first method is the conferring chance 1 >j 
pewers, in which ¡ill the Dials are without a jury. 
Fit • 
judges ¡done try and decide all cases in chancery. 
In the 
United ¡Stales Court, there being, we believe, no statutory 
or constitutional restrictions, the judges assume what jm»w- 
( i s thev think proper, or have only for their guide that 
greatest curse of England, its Court of Chancery. 
Influx 
¡-Date, the chancery powers, which «»re of recent dale, an. 
constantly increasing, either by new statute» or by new de­ 
cisions; and in almost every «ession of the legislature, 
new hills for that purpose are brought in— though most of 
them, (hanks to the “ hug« paws” of tin* country repre­ 
sentatives, (who are mostly eiemocratic in principle, lo 
whatever p arty they may profesrcdly belong,) arc smotli- 
eied before parturition. 
Belonging to the saute method ¡ire those statute« and the 
establishing those courts, in which trials fi>r crimes ¡11« 
authorized, without juries, contrary to an express provis­ 
ion ol our State Gonsiitution. 
Such ¡ire the PohceC om ls 
in this nnd other cities, and the powers given t» Justice»* 
Courts (lirnugliout the State. 
Person» are brought to trial 
without the indictment of a grand jury, without previmi# 
arraignment* and without the protection of a jury of tln-ir 
peer* ;— are thus convicted, and sentenced to a severe and 
ignominious punishment, to hard lulmr and hard fare, in a 
prison or a public |>enitentiary. 
This is now authorised 
by statute, hut, n# xve lielieve, in violation of thu letter and 


spirit of the constitution. 
These encroachments upon con- 
r*itlut inttul rights are, increasing yearly, and nexv powers 
are so last accumulating in the petty courts, that every ic- 
ffecting citizen, who is jealous of his personal liberty,must 
Ire filled with just alarm. 


More might be added upon this head ; but we will only 
cite (he remarks of Governor Davis, made in his bpeech 
to the Legislature, in 1835. 
“ As personal freedom (s*1)» 
he) is the highest and most precious civil right* it should 
not Ire abridged for light causes. 
It is worthy of con-td- 
eration, whether a citizen shall Ire deprived of his liberty 
by a judgment of court* without the intervention o fa jury. 
This tight is of higher importance than the title to proper­ 
ty,— and yet that is esteemed tor» sacred to Ire decided 
without fit« t ight to such an appeal. ’ It may be asked, what 
meanuresdid the Legislature take in pitmianeo ol tins sug­ 
gestion I 
We reply, it was an urwtocratic, 
,1 tedeiai 
whig legislature, and no notice was taken of it. 
W e be­ 
lieve i t w a# m»i even refen ed to a committee tltat usual 
form of empty re.'pect.
